Daily Sketch re ­ 
porter Reginald Foster, 58, was 
sentenced to three months. 


Two weeks ago the high court 
in the first decision of its kind 
in British legal history sentenced 
Daily Sketch newsman Desmond 
Clough, 34, to six months. Since

Recognized By State 
Apparently the school has been 


class the school has grown to 
three. Next year there will be 
four, and the following year the 
top number of classes will be 
reached. 
Defrays Costs 
The m aster plumbers associa­ 
tion continues to defray costs. 
According to Morris, the plumb­ 
ing trade is the only one so closely 
regulated by law. Plumbers can't 
lay a pipe or turn a wrench with­ 
out each movement being gov­ 
erned by law. 
The four textbooks which the 


school uses in its five-year course 
go into all the legal aspects of 
the work in addition to the practi­ 
cal side. 
Students take tests every five 
weeks — written tests on law and 
and theory, and practical tests on 
manual ability — and a final at 
the end of the year. 
“A plumber is as vital to a per­ 
son’s health as a doctor,” Morris 
said.

Teachers were not well paid. 
Though prices were lower than 
they were now, so were wages. 
School board minutes for 1863, 
exactly IOO years ago, show that 
the highest paid teacher received 
$45 a month, while the others 
received on an average between 
$15 and $28 a month. 
The school principal in 1837 re­ 
ceived $650, for a 10-month term 
During this period, over 2 0 0 boys 
(no girls) were taught. 
Many Subjects 
The students were expected to 
study hard, and covered a wide 
range of subjects. These included 
orthography, 
reading, 
penman­ 
ship, English gram m ar, geogra­ 
phy, composition, history, natural 
philosophy, 
astronomy, 
trigon­ 
ometry, arithm etic, algebra, ge­ 
ometry, mensuration, and survey­ 
ing. 
Foreign languages and science 
are conspicuous by their absence. 
School hours were long in 1837. 
Students arrived at 8 a m. and 
worked until 12 “ in the forenoon.” 
The afternoon period lasted from 


2 to 5. In the winter, however, 
hours were shortened, from 9 to 
12 in the morning, and 1:30 to 4 
in the afternoon.

Students Expelled 
In February 
1863 
two pupils 
were expelled from school for a 
month for defacing school proper­ 
ty, and were also made to pay 
for the damage.

1841, the series of ticks 
showing that Merrick Brown had 
attended school regularly came to 
an abrupt end. 
A brief note informs posterity 
that on that date Merrick “ ran

Famous Visits 
Bristol had its share of visits 
by famous men. On Feb. 21, 1861, 
the records state. "Mr. Lincoln 
passed through the borough this 
afternoon, and stopped at the sta­ 
tion a short time, in consequence 
of which our schools were dis­ 
missed earlier than usual in or­ 
der that teachers and pupils might 
have an opportunity of seeing and 
hearing him .”

Four years later, the school was 
closed again — this time on ac­ 
count of the funeral of President 
Lincoln.

America had been plunged into 
the Civil War, and though the war 
is barely mentioned in the records, 
there is one reference. 
A faded piece of paper tucked 
into the volume for 1864 contains 
the rough draft of a three-verse 
poem.
